The money was raised at three presentation 
evenings at the club which saw sports memora¬ 
bilia auctioned off and raffles held. 

After hearing about the three-year-old’s 
condition, Colts treasurer Carl Bottley, said 
he wanted to do something to help. He said: “I 
saw Skye’s fundraising campaign on Facebook 
and decided to get in touch. 

“I met up with her mom and dad and spoke 
to them and they are such a lovely family I just 
knew I wanted to do something to help them 
out. 

“At Netherton Colts we have been putting 
on charity events for around 16 years now, so 
we had three football presentation nights and 
all the lads had trophies for taking part. 

“Raffles and prizes were also on offer. 

“Skye’s parents Melanie and Harry both 
came along and were so grateful for our sup¬ 
port. The money is for them to do whatever 
they can to give Skye the best quality of life.” 

Skye was diagnosed with Anti-NMDA recep¬ 
tor encephalitis, a rare brain disease. She will 
need ongoing hospital care for the rest of her 
life.” 

The fundraising campaign aims to buy spe¬ 
cialised equipment and make any adaptation’s 
that are needed to help her along the way. 

Mr Bottley is an avid charity fundraiser and 
recently raised £1,800 for Russell’s Hall Geor¬ 
gina Ward. It came after Mr Bottley lost his 
father, Edwin, and mother-in-law, Alice Mill¬ 
ington, both aged 80, to forms of blood cancer 
in a matter of weeks in January. 


HOUSING 

Homes earmarked as empty 
former primary school sold 

A FORMER Halesowen school that has remained empty for al¬ 
most 10 years is being sold for housing. 

Holt Farm Primary has been subject to vandalism, flytipping 
and an arson attack in 2014. 

The site was on the market for £1,35m and could house about 
20 or 30 properties. Halesowen North councillor Karen Shake¬ 
speare said a sale had been agreed and legal arrangements 
going through. 

She said: “There could be about 20 to 30 new properties on 
there. The gully, which has been subject to anti-social behaviour, 
will also go and be given back to the nearby properties. 

“This is incredibly positive news,” she added. 


EVACUATION 

Pupils removed from class after 
‘malicious’ Earls High bomb call 

A SCHOOL in Halesowen was evacuated after what police de¬ 
scribed as a ‘false and malicious’ bomb scare. 

Earls High School received a call at around 10.30am last Fri¬ 
day, prompting pupils to be removed from the main buildings. 

Supt Phil Dolby said: “We are investigating after a bomb threat 
was called through. 

“Earls High School received the call at around 10.30am. 

“At this early stage police believe the report to be false and 
malicious.” 

Police said there was nothing to suggest the hoax was linked 
with several earlier in the year which saw days of disruption at 
schools around the region. 

Pupils returned to lessons in the afternoon. 


BALLOT 

MP is urged to make law 
change on homelessness 

HALESOWEN and Rowley Regis MP James Morris has been 
urged to seize an historic opportunity to make a change to the 
law on homelessness. Mr Morris was among 20 MPs selected 
in a Private Members’ Bill ballot, which gives him the chance to 
put forward a public bill to parliament on an issue of his choice. 

National homelessness charity Crisis has urged him to cham¬ 
pion a change in the law to ensure homeless people in England 
can no longer be turned away by the council to sleep rough. 

The proposed bill would see a reformed law requiring all coun¬ 
cils in England to take action to prevent people from becoming 
homeless in the first place. According to figures in February, 457 
people were found sleeping rough on any given night in the West 
Midlands in 2015.

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83 -year-old robbed by evil trickster

AN 83-year-old woman was pinned 
down and robbed in her Dudley home 
by a man who had offered to help find 
her cat. 

She had been out looking for her 
missing pet when she met the man at 
Herald Court, off Priory Street, who of¬ 
fered to help her search. 

After looking for the lost pet he went 
to her home nearby for a drink. But he 
returned at around 10.30pm and stole 
bank cards and cash before throwing 
her to the floor, pinning her down and 
threatening the victim. She managed 


to pull a pendant alarm and he fled. 
But detectives believe the trickster re¬ 
turned a short time later and banged on 
the door, claiming to be the police. He 
walked away when she did not answer. 

The man first encountered the woman 
at around 6pm on May 12, and attacked 
her at around 10.30pm. 

Detectives released a CCTV image of 
the man suspected of the crime. 

Detective Constable Gareth Homer 
said: “This is a horrific attack on an el¬ 
derly woman in her own home, by some¬ 
one who posed as a friend and offered 


a helping hand. We are determined to 
find the man responsible and are eager 
to hear from anyone who thinks they 
may know the identity of the suspect.” 

Police spokesman Hannah Fitzgerald 
said: “She was thrown to the floor when 
the man was in her house. The lady was 
thankfully not injured but she suffered 
mild bruising and was shaken up.”

Arrests of Eastern 
Europeans up 56pc 

ARRESTS of Eastern Europeans 
have rocketed by 56 per cent in 
the Black Country while the num¬ 
ber of people with UK nationality 
being detained has dropped. 

A total of 1,393 people from coun¬ 
tries including Russia, Estonia, Slova¬ 
kia, Romania, Poland, Czech Repub¬ 
lic and Latvia were arrested in 2015. 

This compared to 894 in 2011. 

The number of Latvian people arrested 
jumped from 75 to 167, Hungarians ar¬ 
rested from 17 to 35 and Poles from 278 to 
447, figures show. 

Arrests of Romanian went up 223 to 363, 
with 85 Slovakians, up from 43, and six Es¬ 
tonians - up from two - also arrested. 

Meanwhile, the number of British na¬ 
tionals arrested fell from 18,258 to 17,592, 
a drop of four per cent, in the Black Coun¬ 
try - the Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall 
and Sandwell local policing units. 

Dialect 

Last month, it was revealed West Mid¬ 
lands Police had spent £7.6 million on 
translators over the past five years. These 
were needed for more than 150 different 
languages and dialect. 

West Midlands Police Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said: “We live in a 
globalised world in which criminals have 
little respect for national borders. 

“The increase in arrests of foreign na¬ 
tionals is broadly proportionate with their 
population increase. Our membership of 
the EU and use of the European Arrest 
Warrant, allows us to track and arrest 
criminals from whichever country they 
come.” 

West Midlands Police ‘could not com¬ 
ment in the build-up to the EU referen¬ 
dum’. 

In January a Polish thief who targeted 
elderly people in Wolverhampton was jailed 
for two years, eight months. Gabriel Lipin- 
ski, 21, of Willenhall Road, had a previous 
conviction for a street robbery in Poland. 

Also in January, Lithuanian inmigrant, 

Gediminas Babusis, 44, was jailed for six 
months after being caught with a stolen 
van less than three months after arriving 
in the UK. He pleaded guilty to the theft of 
the vehicle from Sowers Close, Willenhall.

Marriage numbers in 
region drop by lOpc 


THE number of people getting mar¬ 
ried in the Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire fell by around 10 per cent 
in 12 months, latest figures reveal. 

A total of 7,296 couples tied the knot in 
religious or civil ceremonies, data from 
the Office for National Statistics (ONS) 
shows. 

The number of marriages in 2013, the lat¬ 
est statistics to be published, fell from 8,140 in 
2012 - a reduction of 10.3 per cent. 

But the region mirrored the national picture 
which also saw a drop and it’s believed people 
could have been avoiding the number ‘13’ fear¬ 
ing it an unlucky year to get married. Financial 
reasons with Britain still recovering after the 
recession may also have had an impact. 

Dudley saw the biggest drop in the number 
of marriages with 22 per cent. Some 893 cou¬ 
ples tied the knot in 2013 compared with 1,155 
during the previous year. 

But Councillor John Martin, cabinet member 
for law and governance, said numbers getting 
hitched at register offices and other approved 
venues had increased since then. 

Superstition 

“Marriages continue to be popular in Dudley 
borough and the number of people choosing 
to tie the knot has grown over the past two 
years,” he said. 

“We have a range of venues for people to get 
married including Priory Hall, Himley Hall 
and the brand new Thomas Robinson building. 
There was a drop in numbers in 2013 which 
may have had something to do with supersti¬ 
tion or even financial reasons during economic 
uncertainty at the time,” he added. 

In Sandwell there was a 12 per cent drop in 
the number of ceremonies with 672 in 2013, 
down from 770. In Wolverhampton, there was 
a seven per cent fall with 789 couples getting 
wed in 2012 compared with 733 in 2013 and in 
Walsall the number fell by around six per cent 
from 720 to 675. In Staffordshire, the number 
dropped by 10 per cent from 4,806 to 4,312. 

Nationally, there were 240,854 marriages in 
England and Wales, a drop of 8.6 per cent com¬ 
pared with 2012 and the first fall since 2009. 

Elizabeth McLaren, from the ONS, said: 
“The fall could indicate the continuation of the 
long-term decline in marriages since 1972 or 
could be due to couples choosing to postpone 
their marriage to avoid the number 13 which is 
perceived as unlucky by many cultures.”

A MAN was taken to hospi¬ 
tal after his car landed on 
its roof following a crash in 
Sedgley. 

The Renault Megane hit 
a parked vehicle and flipped 
over, coming to rest on the 
pavement in Lime Road in 
the early hours of Saturday 
morning. He suffered arm 
and shoulder injuries. Fire 
Crews from Bilston and 
Dudley attended. 

A West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice spokesman said: “The 
occupier managed to self-ex- 
tricate himself. He was out 
of the car before we arrived. 

“The police requested 
that the car was left in situ.” 

Brigg Ford of West Mid¬ 
lands Police said: “We were 
called by ambulance crews 
to an incident where a car 
had rolled over at around 
4.20am. 

“The vehicle was on its 
roof. The driver suffered a 
nasty gash to his arm, but it 
wasn’t a life-threatening or 
life-changing injury. He was 
taken to hospital.” 

Meanwhile, a young 
driver was lucky to escape 
with minor injuries after 
flipping his car on a winding 
road in Stourbridge on Fri¬ 
day night. 

The 20-year-old hurt his 
shoulder in the incident in 
Bagley Road just after 9pm. 
No other vehicles were in¬ 
volved. 

Mr Ford said: “The car 
was blocking the road. But 
the road was quickly coned 
off. The road was closed but 
reopened after a short time. 
The 20-year-old male driver 
suffered an injured shoul¬ 
der.”

More than 100 parents 
in court over truancy 


MORE than 100 parents in Dudley borough 
have been taken to court due to child truancy 
in the past year. 

A Freedom of Information request revealed that 
116 parents were taken to court by the authority 
from May last year until last month. 

It comes after the Government introduced tougher meas¬ 
ures to address truancy, including deducting the cost of 


unpaid penalty notices from 
Child Benefit. 

But Stourbridge’s Coun¬ 
cillor Nicolas Barlow said 
more work needed to be 
done to address the causes 
behind the truancy. 

He said: “Any number is 
not good, unless there is a 
legitimate reason for a child 
to be out of class and they 
have had permission to have 
authorised absence. But 116 
is high and very worrying - 
it needs to be addressed. 

Reasons 

“Ultimately, it is a drain 
on resources with court 
costs coming into play. 

“I think the main thing 
is that we now need to look 
at reasons behind this and 
the underlying factors why 
children don’t want to go to 
school - whether it be due 
to the lessons structure or 
things like bullying. 

“If we could get the out¬ 
line causes and then meet 
with pupils and guardians 
then maybe we could get a 
better understanding.” 

By law all children of 
compulsory school age - be¬ 
tween five and 16 - must

receive a suitable full-time 
education. The law states if 
‘the parent knows that his/ 
her child is failing to attend 
regularly at school without 
reasonable justification to 
cause him to do so, he/she is 
guilty of an offence’. 

Upon conviction a fine 
up to £2,500 per parent per 
child can be issued - or up to 
three months in prison. 

The figures come after it 
was revealed in March that 
the number of children ex¬ 
pelled from Dudley second¬ 
ary schools has risen by 75 
per cent over a three-year 
period. 

Nearly half of the 89 stu¬ 
dents excluded in 2014/15 
were because of persistent 
disruptive behaviour. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services, said: “Pros¬ 
ecuting parents is always 
a last resort and follows 
a number of measures we 
have in place to remind 
parents of the importance 
of their children attending 
school.” 


Garages targeted by thieves

THIEVES stole thousands 
of pounds worth of equip¬ 
ment after ransacking 
two commercial garages 
in Netherton and using a 
forklift truck to move ma¬ 
chinery. 

Tools and machinery 
worth up to £5,000 were 
taken from Betts Motor Ser¬ 
vices after thieves broke in 
through the roof. 

In a separate incident on 
the same night, the forklift 
was used to steal £1,000 
worth of equipment from 
JCG Auto’s garage in Cra- 
dley Heath, causing about 
£15,000 worth of damage. 

Police do not believe the 
burglaries were linked. 

Robert Bett, owner of 
Betts Motor Service, said 
diagnostics machinery and 
impact guns were among 
the equipment stolen from 
his firm during the raid on 
May 17. 

He said: “I reckon they 
stole around £3,000 to 
£5,000 worth of equipment.” 

His alarm had activated 
in the early hours but the 
thieves had already fled by 
the time he reached the ga¬ 
rage. 

The burglary at JCG 
Autos garage happened 
around 4am. 

West Midlands Police said 
officers were investigating.

Pie charts and other data showing 
how many tickets have been given out 
by each worker have been put up on 
notice boards and it is felt the system 
is heaping pressure on those giving out 
the fewest tickets. 

One warden, who did not want to be 
named, said: “We have been told we 
have got to achieve 4.7 tickets a day to 
pay our wages. 

“When I started I was told my job 
was to keep the streets safe and clear 
but now we’re being told if we’re not 
issuing tickets we’re not doing our jobs 
properly. 

“Then they start putting pie charts 
up and saying ‘so and so did more, you 
have got to do better’.” 

Spotlight 

He added: “It has taken away our 
discretion.” 

Dudley Council said the evaluation 
system was in place to make sure 
standards remained high. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “We are not allowed to set ticket 
targets for our parking enforcement 
staff, but like all council employees, 
we have an ongoing evaluation system 
in place for our staff. 

“This helps us to make sure they are 
continuing to provide a good service to 
the public in ensuring roads and re¬ 
stricted areas are free from obstruct¬ 
ing vehicles to help traffic flow.” 


|£100,000 raked in by parking fines 

DUDLEY Council raked in almost 
£100,000 from parking fines in a 
12-month period. 

Figures from a Freedom Of Infor¬ 
mation request show the authority 
made nearly £100,000 from handing 
out fines in the borough in the 2014/15 
financial year. This was an increase by 
more than a third from 2013/14, when 
£59,718 was collected. 

Wolverhampton Street in Dudley 
saw the highest amount of fines is¬ 
sued in 2014/15, with 820 parking 
tickets earning the council £25,508.32. 
Dudley High Street came second, with 
561 fines totalling £18,541, and Stour¬ 
bridge High Street was third with 525 
fines totalling £16,666. 

Other hot spots included Stone 
Street in Dudley with 534 fines raking 
in £16,525 and Pensnett High Street 
with 439 fines boosting council coffers 
by £15,562. Three streets remained in 
the top five worst affected areas from 
2013/14 to 2014/15. In 2013/14 Stour¬ 
bridge High Street had come top with 
522 fines totalling £17,613. 

The authority revealed the highest 
earning pay and display car park in 
2014/15 saw an income of £222,074.59 
in 2014/15, down more than 50k from 
£274,219.08 in 2013/14. But the coun¬ 
cil would not reveal the location. 

Clive Sowerby, of Sowerby shoe 
shop in Stourbridge, said one hour 
stays were ‘ludicrous’. 

Environment boss Councillor Hi¬ 
lary Bills said: “Parking restrictions 
are there to keep the borough’s roads 
moving and to make sure people are 
Clive Sowerby, of Sowerby shoe shop, Lower High Street, Stourbridge safe.” 



Coroner rules 5 
crush death 
was accident 

A CORONER has ruled the death of a 
man who was crushed by a car when 
it collapsed on him at a storage yard 
in Cradley was an accident. 

Emergency services were called to 
the industrial estate in James Scott 
Road at 5pm on May 19, but were 
unable to save 64-year-old father Mi¬ 
chael Ashton, of The Parade, Dudley. 

Black Country Coroners Court 
heard how Mr Ashton had been work¬ 
ing on his silver Vauxhall Omega in a 
storage yard when his trolley jack had 
collapsed and he was crushed under 
the vehicle. 

He had been seen by a member of 
staff from neighbouring company 
MEK Commercials repairing the car 
just after 1pm. 

Board 

A statement from Richard Wil¬ 
liams, read out by the coroner, said: “I 
could see Mick working under his car 
at around 1.10pm. At around 16.45pm 
I had gone back to fetch a HGV but 
he was underneath and I could see his 
legs were not moving. 

“I ran up to him and called his 
name but could see that the vehicle 
was then on top of him. 

I called for help and we raised the 
jack and pulled him out onto the board 
he had been working on but could see 
he had already passed away.” 

The cause of death given was crush¬ 
ing to the chest due to being trapped 
under the car. 

Senior coroner Zafar Siddique said: 

“I conclude that this was an acciden¬ 
tal death from crushing injury.”

Warden’s 
moan just 
ticket for 
hypocrisy 

YOU know that parking enforcement is 
going too far when even the traffic war¬ 
dens are complaining about it. 

After years of platitudes about “keep¬ 
ing the traffic moving” and “keeping the 
public safe”, a disgruntled warden in 
Dudley has revealed they are being told 
to issue an average of 4.7 tickets each a 
day to meet budget targets. 

I would love to say that comes as a 
surprise, but really it is right up there with 
the revelation that Big Daddy used to like 
his grub.

New chapter written 


for the ‘Flying Pencil’

SOPHIE MADDEN reports 
on the restoration of the last 
surviving Second World War 2 
German bomber of its type 


AT first glance it looks like an unre¬ 
markable warehouse, with lighting 
strips shining down from the roof 
to show racks of shelving and car¬ 
go covered by dark green tarpaulin. 

But underneath the covers lies a piece of 
Second World War military history. 

The remains of the last Dornier Do 17 
bomber lie sheltered from the elements as 
part of a project to conserve them for future 
generations. 

The Germans built 1,500 of the bombers. 
The one now sitting in the Conservation Cen¬ 
tre at RAF Museum Cosford was raised from 
the bottom of the Strait of Dover in the Eng¬ 
lish Channel almost three years ago. 

The Dornier and its many small compo¬ 
nents were sprayed with a citric acid solution 
for months in order to clear them of debris 
from their time under the water. There still 
remains more work to be done before the plane 
can go on permanent display. 

Materials 

On completion, the plane’s permanent dis¬ 
play will be the first time it has been seen since 
November, where it was the centre-piece of 
the museum’s Conservation Centre Open Day. 

Darren Priday, RAF Museum conservation 
centre manager, said they were waiting on 
confirmation from project adviser, Professor 
Mary Ryan from the Imperial College London, 
on how best to treat the metal before the air¬ 
craft goes on display to the public. 

He said: “It is now in the hands of the muse¬ 
um’s design and interpretation team to decide 
how the aircraft should be displayed and what 
supporting materials should be included in 
order to tell the story.” 

The Dornier’s twin-engine, twin-fin configu¬ 
ration, together with the narrow fuselage and 
shoulder-mounted engines, gave the aircraft a 
distinctive silhouette and earned it the nick¬ 


name ‘The Flying Pencil’. More than 400 were 
employed by the Luftwaffe during the Battle 
of Britain in the Second World War. 

At the time of the Dornier’s recovery, it was 
unclear just how much of the aircraft could 
be saved following more than 70 years on the 
seabed. The process so far has seen the aircraft 
systematically sprayed - inside purpose-built 
hydration tunnels - with a low concentration 
citric acid-based solution. 

Confident that the citric acid solution has 
done its job, the fuselage was removed from 
the tunnels in early September 2014 and has 
undergone an intense wash down, before being 
moved into the Conservation Centre. Techni¬ 


cians then began working on the Dornier full 
time, cleaning and scraping and removing de¬ 
posits by hand. 

The gradual process of removing the thick 
layer of marine deposits revealed several bul¬ 
let holes and shrapnel damage on the airframe, 
plus small areas of the original paint finish. 

The plane was shot down by the RAF on Au¬ 
gust 26 1940. Part of a large enemy formation, 
it was intercepted at noon as it tried to attack 
airfields in Essex. 

This particular aircraft was forced to make 
an emergency landing on Goodwin Sands at 
low tide after an attack by Defiant fighters of 
No 264 Sqn that left both engines stopped and 


the crew wounded. Now deposits have been 
removed, conservationists have found bullet 
holes and shrapnel damage. 

While working on some of the smaller com¬ 
ponents, volunteers also discovered push rods 
still coated in their original oil and when a pipe 
was removed from a fuel injection unit, a small 
amount of fuel was still present. 

While smaller components are still receiving 
conservation treatment, the Dornier’s forward 
fuselage, tail boom and wing have been tempo¬ 
rarily covered by tarpaulins. 

Under the coverings with the plane’s parts 
is a dehumidifier which controls the environ¬ 
ment and reduces humidity.

A MAN in need of a heart 
transplant has received a fi¬ 
nancial boost from his boxing 
pal and other friends.

Mr Brewster added: “He gets mar¬ 
ried on July 8, it’s a bit of a rushed 


wedding. We’re going up to Blackpool 
for his stag. 

“His fiancee Julie has been his rock. 
I’m just really happy he’s still here and 
want to do everything I can to help.” 

Later this year, Mr Brewster will 
gets into the ring for charity with for¬ 
mer world heavyweight champion Tim 
Witherspoon, who once knocked out 
Frank Bruno at Wembley. 

He said: “He’s a former world cham¬ 
pion, I’m probably mad. But it should 
be a really good night.”

The driving force 
behind leading 
engine company 


IN April 1919, while meeting at the 
Little Swan Hotel, Horseley Fields, 
a group of Wolverhampton busi¬ 
nessmen resolved to create a new 
company to build gearboxes for the 
more powerful vehicles which were 
becoming common. 

Among the group was Henry Meadows who 
had worked for Clyno Cars and before that 
Harper Bean of Tipton, makers of the Bean 
car, and he was to become managing director 
of the new concern, which was given his name. 

Customer 

The new factory for Henry Meadows Ltd was 
built in Park Lane, next to Guy Motors, and 
the first product was a 3-speed gearbox for a 
Vulcan lorry, delivered in May 1920. 

Vulcan Engineering was the first main cus¬ 
tomer, but others followed, such as the Cov¬ 
entry Motor Car Co. and Coventry Simplex. It 
soon became clear that most customers pre-

ferred to buy in engines and gearboxes as one 
unit, so Meadows began making petrol, then 
diesel engines for cars, commercial vehicles 
and boats. TE Lawrence, Lawrence of Arabia, 
once worked for the company, developing an 
engine for an RAF Air-Sea rescue launch. 

Guy Motors next door became an important 
customer, and during the Second World War 
Meadows engines were much in demand for 
armoured cars and tanks, and the factory was 
greatly expanded. Towards the end they began 
making Meteor tank engines, a version of the 
famous Rolls-Royce Merlin aero-engine. 

After the war diesel engines were the main 
products, but for a while the company made the 
little Frisky micro-car. In 1965 the company 
followed Guy Motors into Jaguar’s ownership, 
and then the British Motor Corporation, who 
decided to close the company in 1968.

Ban comes into force on former legal highs 


LETHAL legal highs are no longer 
available over the counter as a new 
law that could see offenders jailed for 
up to seven years came into force last 
week. 

A blanket ban on the substances 
has been brought in amid fears they 
have caused deaths and fuel anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

The Psychoactive Substances Act 
forbids the ‘production, supply and 
importation or exportation for human 
consumption of the drugs’. 

Shelves across the Black Country 
have been cleared of the highs, which 
were linked to the deaths of 144 peo¬ 
ple in the UK in 2014 alone. 


Borough bosses in Dudley wel¬ 
comed said they will have a ‘ze¬ 
ro-tolerance’ policy on the drugs. 
But concerns have been raised that 
dealers could turn to illicit websites 
to continue selling. 

Harmful 

Councillor Rachel Harris, Dudley 
Council cabinet member for health, 
said: “We’ve always been vigilant 
about the safety of the public and will 
continue to be after the change in the 
law. 

“A lot of people are aware that 
some of these substances can be very 
harmful. We will continue working in 


co-operation with other partners and 
have a zero tolerance to such items. 

“As a council we need to work with 
all our communities to make sure 
that these practices which harm peo¬ 
ple are kept at bay. We appreciate any 
information from the public if they 
are suspicious of these substances 
being sold or want to check if some¬ 
thing is legal.” 

Commander Simon Bray, National 
Police Chiefs Council lead on New 
Psychoactive Substances, said those 
determined to get hold of the drugs 
might turn to the ‘dark web’. 

But he said the law will mean Brit¬ 
ons can no longer stroll into a ‘head- 
shop’ and buy mind altering drugs.

Public to get a say on 
museum's next phase 
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The Red by Night event, at Black Country Living Museum 


Fancy dress picnic at zoo 


BOSSES are seeking pub¬ 
lic opinion on an £18 million 
masterplan for the future of 
the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum after revealing more 
details about its future. 

The museum in Tipton Road, 
Dudley, attracts around 300,000 
visitors a year but chiefs are hop¬ 
ing to increase the amount to half 
a million as part of a 10-year for¬ 
ward plan. 

The plans will see 60 new jobs cre¬ 
ated. 

Bosses are currently seeking fund¬ 
ing for the development, which could 
include moving the site’s entrance 
from Tipton Road to Castle Hill. 

Chief executive Andrew Lovett said 
the change would link the venue to 
Castle Hill, providing visitors with 
one shared arrival point to Dudley’s 
four attractions - Dudley Zoo, Dudley 
Archives, Dudley Canal Trips and the 
museum. 

Retail 

Further proposals include a new vis¬ 
itor centre, exhibition space to display 
more of the museum’s collection, con¬ 
ference, retail and cafe facilities. 

A bustling 1940s to 1960s town 
featuring a library, more shops and 
restaurants, including a corner pub, 
houses and a bowling green, are also 
planned. Visitors are being urged to 
have their say using an online survey. 

Mr Lovett said: “There’s a great 
opportunity to fulfil the museum’s 
potential. We think this is an opportu¬ 
nity to complement all the investment 
that’s gone into the Castle Hill area.” 

The masterplan would see the mu¬ 
seum’s tramway extended to connect 
the developments, looping through 
the site in a figure-of-eight. The Rolfe 
Street entrance would be transformed 
into a learning centre for school visits.

Taking place in the castle courtyard 
on June 29 and 30, entertainment 
will include puppet shows, magic acts, 
a bouncy castle, balloon modelling, 
nursery rhymes and fairytales and 
face painting.

Tickets are available to book in ad¬ 
vance at £6 for children aged two to 
five and £6 per adult. Under-twos are 
free.

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Street driven mad as bus 
chaos is caught on film

BUS CHAOS in a quiet Black 
Country street has been 
caught on camera by a fed- 
up resident. 

Bus drivers have been filmed 
reversing on to drives, narrowly 
avoiding cars and using the en¬ 
tire pavement to manoeuvre out 
of trouble in Cupfields Avenue, 
Tipton. 

Jane Harris was waiting for two sin¬ 
gle-deck buses to clear after they got 
stuck on a tight corner in her street 
and decided to film the mayhem that 
ensued. Three more buses join the con¬ 
gestion during the five-minute footage 
posted on YouTube on May 23. 

Over the last three years, Ms Har¬ 
ris, aged 43, said a wall in front of her 
house had also been knocked down by 
buses and other vehicles passing by. 
Now she wants the issue resolved be¬ 
fore it is rebuilt. 

Disruption 

A transport supervisor at Aston 
Manor Brewery, she said: “About ten 
years ago we used to just have Na¬ 
tional Express on there and they used 
to run a service every 30 minutes and 
you didn’t get the disruption. 

“But now it’s every 10 minutes and 
we have got two separate companies 
on there now. It has been ongoing 
with National Express, the highways 
and the councillors for the last three 
years, probably longer.” 

Cupfields Avenue is currently used 
by National Express and Diamond Bus 
services on the 42 and 43 routes,. 

She said it was clear too many buses 
use that route. “The problem I have 
got is the bus mounting the kerb. The 
whole street is fed up of the buses.” 

Another video filmed from Ms 
Harris’ house in January shows two 
double-deck National Express buses 
squeezed into a tight gap before one 


of their drivers is forced to reverse to 
allow a car to pass. 

Eventually the buses pass but only 
through driving on both pavements. 

Ms Harris said she had contacted 
the Traffic Commissioner in Birming¬ 
ham but had been told to put her 
video onto a disc so they could inves¬ 
tigate further. Great Bridge councillor 
Joanne Hadley held a meeting with 


the bus companies over a year ago 
asking for buses to be diverted away 
from Cupfields Avenue but was told 
that would not be possible. 

Diamond runs services around the 
Black Country and in West Bromwich, 
Walsall, Stourbridge and Halesowen. 
Sandwell Council, Diamond Bus and 
National Express were unavailable for 
comment at the time of going to press.

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A NUMBER of people contact our sale¬ 
room to ask if railway ephemera is col¬ 
lectable and the answer is a resounding 
yes! 

It always has been and continues to be - par¬ 
ticularly at the Perry and Phillips saleroom - 
because we have 
the Severn Val¬ 
ley Railway right 
here in town and 
therefore many 
rail enthusiasts 
living locally, 
all of whom are 
keen collectors 
and extremely 
knowledgeable. 

Railway memo- I 
rabilia ranges from [ 
small items like 
tickets, photographs, postcards, posters, whistles and 
timetables to larger pieces such as name plates, signs 
and even signalling equipment, ticket machines and 
platform benches. 

The list is extensive, also look out for maps, notices, 
radios, lanterns and wall plaques, plus any books writ¬ 
ten by vintage rail experts and journals, and buttons 
and badges. 

Vintage photographs in particular are valuable, espe¬ 
cially if they are accompanied by details about a specific 
journey and a date. 

Anything bearing a recognised ‘name’ will attract 
the collectors, from dining car menus to napkins and 
even plates and silverware - we sold some Great West¬ 
ern Railway silver-plated meat servers a few years ago! 

The nineteenth century really was the golden age 
of the train, with rail companies springing up all over 
Britain, and names of rail lines to look out for run into 
hundreds. 

Enthusiasts will pay a good deal of money for nos¬ 
talgic souvenirs of this era, several years ago a man 
in Torquay saw his 
vast collection of rail 
memorabilia sell for 
thousands of pounds 
at auction (but he had 
collected thousands of 
items!). 

Amongst pieces he 
had amassed over the 
years were a brass 
plate for a steam en¬ 
gine, a cast iron and 
copper steam locomo¬ 
tive chimney pot, res¬ 
taurant car cutlery, 
brass cap badges, sig¬ 
nalmen’s uniforms, a 
station master’s oak 
desk, a brass whistle, brass locks for carriage doors, 
ticket collectors’ punches, timetables and station sig¬ 
nage, including one for the gentlemen’s lavatory. 

Station clocks can sell for hundreds of pounds, es¬ 
pecially if they feature specific names, and both clocks 
and other items relating to station hotels are also on 
the collectors’ wishlist. 

Certain experts only collect items associated with 
a particular train, company or rail line and anything 
dating back to either of the two world wars will be es¬ 
pecially of interest. 

Of course regional railway memorabilia will always 
attract most attention when sold in its own locality, 
hence the popularity of the Severn Valley Railway 
pieces we see in the Perry and Phillips saleroom - and 
it is bought by non-enthusiasts also as reminders of the 
station’s essential role in the town’s history. 

As with all antiques and collectables, always check 
condition before you buy but don’t be afraid of a little 
restoration work if it’s necessary, it will be worth the 
effort!

Beating loneliness can 
also bring health boost 



Everyone can feel lonely at some point 


THE good news is we’re all liv¬ 
ing longer. But the bad news is, 
we’re more likely to experience 
loneliness and isolation as we 
get older - which can seriously 
affect our health. 

A recent review by British scientists, 
which looked at 181,000 people, found 
that, for those who were lonely and 
isolated, the risk of heart disease was 
raised by 29 per cent and stroke by 32 
per cent. 

The scientists from York, Liverpool and 
Newcastle universities wrote in the medical 
journal Heart: “We found an association be¬ 
tween poor social relationships and incident 
cardiovascular disease comparable in size to 
other recognised psychosocial risk factors, 
such as anxiety and job strain.” 

Why are older people more lonely? 

The Campaign to End Loneliness (www. 
campaigntoendloneliness.org) says there 
are greater ‘risk factors’ for loneliness in 
older age, such as retirement, bereavement, 
hearing or sight loss, decreased mobility 
and lower incomes. 

More than half of the over 75s live alone, 
according to the Office for National Statis¬ 
tics, with almost five million people saying 
their main form of company is TV.

If you can do something to improve your 
health, take small steps to eat well, take 
gentle exercise and keep active, all of these 
things can help you to relax more fully in 
your own company. 

3. Share your skills and time with others 

You can offer time or specific skills by

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Chance to give hotel in Wall 
Heath a new lease of life 


A HOTEL in Wall Heath has been 
put on the market with new occu¬ 
piers being sought to ‘maximise its 
potential’. 

The budget hotel that traded as 
The Kingfisher ceased trading last 
year. However, Lex Allan estate 
agents say the 40-room site has re¬ 
ceived interest from potential buy¬ 
ers. 

The building in Kidderminster 
Road, which is separate to the new 
Hickory Smokehouse restaurant and 
adjoining health spa, is estimated at 
a rental value of £65,000 per year. 

Ian Appleby, commercial property 
surveyor at Lex Allan, said: “The 
hotel closed around six months ago. 
It was rented by the owners to a 
tenant who didn’t succeed with the 
venture. Prior to this it was run by 
the current owners. New furnish¬ 
ings, carpets and redecoration has 


been done, hence the premium re¬ 
quested. It isn’t connected to Hick¬ 
ory’s Smoke House at all. We have 
had viewings and an offer and there 
continues to be interest.” 

A description on the website says 
that there are 40 en suite rooms. 

The advertisement on Lex Allan’s 
website states: “The premises are 
very well located on the edge of open 
countryside, yet affording easy ac¬ 
cess to the business centres of Wol¬ 
verhampton and Dudley and further 
afield to Birmingham.” 

The hotel was situated behind the 
popular Kingfisher Club which was 
transformed into Hickory’s Smoke¬ 
house last summer. The Kingfisher 
Country Club itself was built in the 
1930s when it was known as the 
Kingfisher Lido, where it housed the 
only Olympic-sized swimming pool 
outside of London.

College given £874k 
for artificial pitch 

DUDLEY College has netted an £874,000 grant to help 
install a 3G artificial pitch at its Priory Road site. 

The college secured the cash pot from the Premier 
League and the FA Facilities Fund. It will go towards 
the £1.3 million needed to create the new all-weather 
training complex. The Priory Road 3G Football Complex 
is due to open in September this year, a month after the 
start of the new football season. 

College bosses said the facility, which will include 
changing rooms for players and officials as well as a 
stand for spectators, will be open for use by community 
and lower league teams as well as the college’s own stu¬ 
dents. 

Principal Lowell Williams said: “By working together 
with a range of partners, including the Premier League 
and The FA Facilities Fund, Dudley Council and Castle 
High School, we have been able to make the dream of a 
3G pitch a reality. 

“The college is keen this becomes a shared community 
resource and we are eager to hear from junior or senior 
clubs that would be interested in using it.” 


Robbeiy on 
bus lands 
three thugs 
in prison 


A MOBILE phone has led to three thugs be¬ 
ing sent to jail for between three-and-a-half 
and four-and-a-half years. 

The trio struck on a bus travelling from the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre in Brierley Hill to Birming¬ 
ham, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

They surrounded a pair of teenagers, aged 15 and 16, 
who were sitting on the top deck. 


Curtis Hendrickson, aged 
26, Norman Corbett, 21, 
and Leo Connolly, 22 - all 
with previous convictions - 
had boarded the bus shortly 
after the two teens on Janu¬ 
ary 2 last year. 

Mr Ian Ball, prosecuting, 
said: “The three defendants 
engaged the lads in con¬ 
versation before switching 
seats so that they were both 
in front and behind them. 

“Corbett had brought 
a knife with him and this 
was used to reinforce the 
threats. They surrounded 
the lads and said: ‘What 
have you got for me? What 
about a phone?”’ 

The teenagers both gave 
the gang their phones but 
one was rejected because it 
had a cracked screen. 

The other victim refused 
to reveal the password for 
his mobile until the knife 
was pointed at him. 

He later told police: “I 
was just happy not to be 
stabbed. It was only a phone 
and I cancelled the SIM 
card.” But his friend con¬ 
ceded: “I was very scared 
and felt intimidated. I didn’t 
know what they were going 
to do next.” 

The victims contacted the 
police who checked CCTV 
from the bus and recog-

nised the culprits, who were 
arrested on various dates 
between April 22 and June 
24 last year. Corbett and 
Hendrickson were already 
in custody for other offences 
when tracked down. 

The defendants all had a 
significant number of previ¬ 
ous convictions and, in the 
case of Corbett, these in¬ 
cluded eight robberies, some 
of which were carried out at 
knifepoint on buses in car¬ 
bon copies of the latest of¬ 
fence. Connelly was said to 
have mental issues caused 
by excessive drug use. 

Connolly, of Langdale 
Road, Great Barr, and Hen¬ 
drickson, of Hampton Road, 
Erdington, were each jailed 
for three-and-a-half years 
while Corbett, of Dingle 
Street, Oldbury, received 
a four-and-a-half year sen¬ 
tence. Each defendant 
admitted robbery and at¬ 
tempted robbery. 

Recorder Abigail Nixon 
told them: “This was a ter¬ 
rifying offence against two 
lads who were minding their 
own business on a bus. You 
all played your part in in¬ 
timidating them simply for 
a mobile phone.” 


Ex-police chief takes 
on £1,000 a day job 


EX-WEST Midlands Chief Constable Chris Sims has taken 
up a top police job earning £1,000 a day. 

Mr Sims, who retired in January with a pension believed 
to be worth around £150,000 per year, is now working as 
an adviser for the National Police Chiefs Council, the body 
for senior police officers. He will work two days a week at 
a rate of £1,000 a day - worth the equivalent of £260,000 
pro rata or £125 per hour based on a normal working day. 

As Chief Constable, he was paid £200,000 a year in salary 
and benefits and oversaw cuts of £125 million - with 1,300 
officers losing their jobs. 

A spokesman for the National Police Chiefs Council said: 
“Chris Sims is extremely well qualified to advise on impor¬ 
tant national work that aims to improve policing for the 
public. The changes will help police tackle new threats and 
improve the service for the public.” 

Mr Sims was contacted for comment.

VINTAGE clothes and accessories have 
been very popular for the past few years 
and people seem to be prepared to part 
with a considerable amount of cash to 
gain these items - but you don’t have to 
spend a fortune if you keep your eye on 
your local sale¬ 
room cata¬ 
logues! 

Quite often vin¬ 
tage clothing, shoes, 
handbags, hats and 
powder compacts go 
under the hammer 
and it’s worth putting 
in a bid as you may 
well come away with 
a bargain. 

Condition is all 
important, anything 
prior to the 1920s 
should be carefully 
checked for signs of 
wear and tear and bear in mind also with Victorian 
and Edwardian pieces that they tend to be smaller 
than clothes worn today - and Victorian lace-up boots, 
though lovely, are difficult to find above a size five. 

Be sure also that any vintage garment you consider 
buying should be fit to wear, some fabrics still look 
good but have become flimsy with age and - although 
they might look great on a hanger - just won’t stand 
up to being worn and would usually be bought by a 
fashion collector. 

And remember that vintage clothes will need to be 
well looked after, many won’t survive a washing ma¬ 
chine and should be hand-washed or even dry-cleaned. 

Having said all that, good quality vintage clothes and 
accessories can be fun to wear and use - and prove a 
good investment!

Regular yoga has many health benefits 


WE all know yoga is a great form 
of exercise, but did you know it 
can help cure numerous condi¬ 
tions? Here we take a closer look 
at the benefits. 

Devotees have long championed the 
endless powers of yoga for soothing 
both body and mind - and the list of 
ailments the ancient practice can ease 
has officially just got longer. 

So if you don’t already start the day with 
a sun salutation, you might want to start, 
especially if you have asthma, as research¬ 
ers at the Chinese University of Hong Kong 
(CUHK) have just found that yoga could 
improve quality of life for people who suffer 
with the respiratory condition. 

The team, who reviewed results from 15 
studies around the world, noted how yoga 
breathing exercises and poses are thought 
to help expand the chest, as well as relaxing 
muscles in the airways. 

On top of that, the meditative element of 
yoga practice also reduces anxiety, which 
asthma can trigger, and boosts mood. 

But it’s not just people with asthma who 
could benefit. 

Here are some of the other common com¬ 
plaints that could be soothed by regular 
yoga...

ARTHRITIS 

People who suffer from arthritis find cer¬ 
tain forms of modified yoga can gently help 
to increase flexibility and strength. A study 
of the impact of yoga on people with oste¬ 
oarthritis in their knees by Sharon Kola- 
sinski, MD, a professor of clinical medicine 
and a rheumatologist at the University of 
Pennsylvania, found that weekly 90-min¬ 
ute, modified Iyengar yoga classes reduced 
pain and stiffness in joints and improved 
physical function after eight weeks. The 
NHS recommends finding a teacher who 
understands arthritis and can adapt the 
yoga poses for your needs. 

PREVENTION OF FALLS 

Older people are more likely to suffer in¬ 
juries, such as bone fractures, as the result 
of a fall, with around one in three over the 
age of 65 said to suffer at least one fall a 
year. But research has shown that exercises 
like yoga and Tai Chi can improve balance, 
by strengthening muscles in the legs, ankles 
and knees. This can lower the risk of falls, 
and injury rates. 

BACK PAIN 

Postures like the Cat and Downward Dog, 
when done everyday, can help to soothe 
mild back pain by gently stretching the 
spine and easing muscle tension. But make 


sure you see a doctor if you have acute back 
pain, and tell your yoga teacher about any 
complaints before you start. 

BLOOD PRESSURE AND HEART 
DISEASE 

In a 2009 trial of people who did Iyengar 
yoga for three months, researchers at the 
University of Pennsylvania found that high 
blood pressure, which is connected with an 
increased risk of stroke and cardiovascular 
disease, was reduced. Cardiologist Dr Dean 
Ornish led a study in 1990 which showed 
that coronary artery disease could be re¬ 
versed, without the need for drugs, through 
a combination of diet, exercise and lifestyle 
changes - with yoga cited for its stress re¬ 
duction benefits. 

BEING OVERWEIGHT 

Yoga might look gentle but it’s actually 
very effective exercise. 

Plus, because it helps reduce stress and 
bolsters moods, it could help in addressing 
compulsive and emotional eating patterns. 

The British Wheel Of Yoga’s Paul Fox 
told the Daily Mail: “GPs now refer pa¬ 
tients to yoga for weight loss. Most people 
are obese because of their relationship with 
food. 

“Yoga builds body awareness and can 
help people deal with stress and other emo¬ 
tional problems that may be causing them 
to overeat.” 





















Striking similarities 
with Dagenham show

WHEN the story of the Dagen¬ 
ham machinists whose strike 
led to the Equal Pay Act 
reached the Wolverhampton 
stage last week, behind the 
scenes was the story of a 
similar stand made by Black 
Country women. 

Ticket secretary Kathryn Trigg 
stunned fellow members of the West 
Bromwich Operatic Society - per¬ 
forming one of the first amateur pro¬ 
ductions of Made in Dagenham at 
Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre - 
by revealing she had been a real-life 
strike leader. In 1975 she led a group 


of shorthand typists out on strike at 
Bronx Engineering in Lye - and, just 
like the Dagenham women led by Rita 
O’Brien, they won. 

Kathryn, 21 at the time, took on the 
role of union rep for the typing pool at 
Bronx. She said: “I wasn’t militant, in 
fact I was quite timid but no one else 
wanted to do the job.” 

Union TASS suggested the short¬ 
hand typists push for equal pay. 

“We deemed ourselves to be skilled 
workers because we’d gone to college 
for at least 12 months but we were 
paid a lot less than the men who were 
doing an equivalent job. We com¬ 
pared ourselves to a young lad in the 
drawing office who’d had one week’s 


training and just operated the printing 
machine and kept it topped up with 
fluid, yet he was paid twice as much 
as we were. 

“We met with the management and 
when we told them we wanted equal 
pay, they said ‘no way’.” 

About 20 women, three-quarters of 
the typists, walked out. Thee of them, 
including Kathryn, went to London 
to be interviewed by Dudley-born 
presenter Sue Lawley on national TV 
about their struggle. 

In the end about a dozen more 
joined them on the picket line, includ¬ 
ing men, and the strike ended after 
a month with a new pay structure 
agreed.

WHAT did you have for breakfast 
today - slice of toast, bowl of ce¬ 
real? 

Maybe you went whole hog with a 
juicy fry-up - but, if that was the case, 
you might want to rethink your morn¬ 
ing meal of choice, especially if you’re 
concerned about safeguarding your fu¬ 
ture health. 

Google’s top futurist Ray Kurzweil, who’s 
67, says his ‘biological age’ is in the 40s. 
Why? Because he lives such a healthy life, 
apparently, including a surprisingly calo¬ 
rie-laden but grease-free breakfast. 

He believes his diet, which also includes 
several thousands of dollars worth of sup¬ 
plements, will help him live forever. 

The key to his breakfast, he told The Fi¬ 
nancial Times, is “healthy carbs” such as 
porridge, that “fill you up with fewer calo¬ 
ries”. Here’s what he eats in the morning... 

BERRIES (85 calories for a cup) 

Red berries, especially blueberries, are a 
good source of vitamin K. They also contain 
vitamin C, fibre, manganese and other an¬ 
tioxidants (notably anthocyanins). A 2012 
study found that women who ate three or 
more portions of blueberries and strawber¬ 
ries a week had a 32 per cent lower risk of 
a heart attack. 

DARK CHOCOLATE INFUSED 
WITH ESPRESSO (170 calories for an 
ounce) 

Alison Hornby, a dietitian and British 
Dietetic Association spokesperson, told the 
NHS: “A range of health benefits from the 
consumption of cocoa products have been 
investigated, particularly in relation to 
cardiovascular disease, with early results 
showing promise. However, the potential 
health benefit of some compounds in choco¬ 
late have to be weighed against the fact that 
to make chocolate, cocoa is combined with 
sugar and fat.” 

SMOKED SALMON AND MACK¬ 
EREL (100 calories for a 3oz serving) 

The Government recommends we eat 
at least two portions of fish a week, one of 
which should be oily, such as salmon, mack¬ 
erel or sardines. 

Hornby says: “The benefits of fish include 
keeping your blood pressure at a healthy 
level and improving blood lipids, both of 
which reduce your risk of cardiovascular 
disease: the biggest killer in the UK.” 

VANILLA SOY MILK (100 calories 
for a cup) 

Soy or soya ‘milk’ is a good source of pro¬ 
tein, and low in fat. BBC Good Food says: 
“Soy-based foods can help to manage cho¬ 
lesterol levels, although you need about 25g 
soy protein, or three to four glasses of soya 
milk a day, to achieve this. Some brands 
are fortified with calcium and vitamins A 
and D.” It’s best to get ones with no added 
sugar. 

STEVIA (zero calories) 

Billed as a natural sweetener, Stevia uses 
purified extracts from the leaves of the ste¬ 
via plant, called steviol glycosides, which 
are 200 to 300 times sweeter than sugar - as 
well as being calorie-free. 


PORRIDGE (150 to 350 calories for 
half a cup) 

A bowl of porridge oats contains enough 
beta glucan to help lower cholesterol, as 
part of a balanced diet and healthy life¬ 
style. They’re 100 per cent wholegrain, a 
source of fibre, naturally low in saturated 
fat and salt and contain thiamin, vitamin 
B6, folate, iron, magnesium and zinc. 

GREEN TEA (zero calories) 

Billed as a superfood, the antioxidant 
catechin in green (and black) tea has been 
found to help lower cholesterol and blood 
pressure. 


Inspiration 

In need of some more brekkie inspira¬ 
tion? Try these... 

Squid, miso soup and seaweed - The Jap¬ 
anese islands of Okinawa have more cente¬ 
narians than anywhere in the world, and 
very low rates of breast and prostate cancer. 
According to Dr Craig Willcox, author of 
The Okinawa Program, Japanese people eat 
at least “three servings of fish a week”, plus 
plenty of wholegrains, vegetables and soy 
products - and “more tofu and more konbu 
seaweed than anyone else in the world, as 


well as squid and octopus, which are rich 
in taurine, that could lower cholesterol and 
blood pressure”. 

A small glass of orange juice - It’s what 
New Yorkers drink for breakfast, so the ad 
told us, and according to new research by 
the OJ brand, 150ml of Tropicana (63 cal¬ 
ories) is all you need to get 60 per cent of 
your daily vitamin C. 

Eggs and avocado on wholegrain toast - A 
real winner and a great source of protein. 
The toast and avocado are great sources of 
fibre and avocados have high amounts of 
‘good’ fat omega-3. 


Which little 
fishy does 
the most for 
our health? 

We all know fish and seafood can 
be good for us, but which ones 
should we be eating and why? 
From brain boosts to staving off 
depression, ABI JACKSON scales 
through the ocean’s superfoods 

1. SALMON 

Often hailed as one of the healthiest foods in the 
world, salmon boasts endless vitality-boosting bene¬ 
fits. Firstly, it’s a good source of lean protein, which 
helps keep you feeling full for longer, supports muscle 
growth and repair and boosts metabolism, making it 
great for helping maintain a healthy weight. Secondly, 
it’s packed full of nutrients, 
like omega 3 fatty acid - 
known, among other things, 
to promote heart and brain 
health - and iron, calcium 
and selenium, which has an¬ 
tioxidant properties, meaning 
it could help protect against 
certain cancers and support 
healthy immune function. A 
super-strong all-rounder. 

2. SARDINES, MACK¬ 
EREL, RAINBOW TROUT 

Oily fish can be a cost-ef¬ 
fective way of giving your 
diet a mega-healthy boost. Varieties like sardines and 
mackerel are among the best sources of omega 3 you’ll 
find, and there’s substantial scientific evidence that 
including them in your diet can play a significant role 
in reducing risk of cardiovascular disease, as well as de¬ 
mentia. In 2013, researchers at Harvard School of Pub¬ 
lic Health and the University of Washington published 
findings indicating that older people with omega 3-rich 
diets were 25 per cent less likely to die prematurely and 
a third less likely to die of heart disease. They’re also a 
good source of vitamin D, essential for helping the body 
absorb calcium, to keep bones and teeth healthy - and 
something many Brits are lacking, particularly during 
winter with the lack of sunlight, possibly resulting in 
low mood, depression and fatigue. 

3. COD, PLAICE, HADDOCK 

White fish doesn’t quite measure up to oily fish in 
the nutrition stakes, though it does still contain some 
omega 3, and can be a good source of selenium, B vi¬ 
tamins - which play a key role in a range of vital func¬ 
tions, including energy production, cell metabolism, 
immune function and skin health - plus iodine, im¬ 
portant for thyroid function. 
Perhaps the best thing about 
white fish, though, is that it’s 
a very good example of a lean, 
low-fat source of protein, so 
including them in your diet 
can help avoid weight gain 
and the health risks asso¬ 
ciated with consuming too 
much red meat, like an in¬ 
creased risk of heart disease, 
stroke and cancer. 

4. OYSTERS 

They tend to be a ‘love 
them or hate them’ food, but 
oysters - as well as being famed for their aphrodisiacal 
properties - have another super-power up their slip¬ 
pery sleeve: they’re one of the best sources of zinc. This 
important mineral plays a range of roles, as more than 
300 different enzymes rely on zinc to function prop¬ 
erly, including energy and cell metabolism, skin and 
eye health, and organ, immune and digestive function. 
It’s also believed that zinc deficiency can impact how 
our brain and body responds to stress. 

5. PRAWNS 

Low in fat and calories, but high in protein, prawns 
are a great dietary addition for maintaining a healthy 
weight. It’s also worth mentioning their calcium and 
potassium contents - helpful for bones, teeth and 
brain, heart and nerve function - plus vitamins A and 
E, which play a role in keeping eyes and skin healthy 
and supporting immune function. 

6. MUSSELS 

These tasty little morsels are another protein, sele¬ 
nium, iron and omega 3 source. 

They’re also one of the top natural sources of vita¬ 
min B12. 

For some people, a major deficiency in B12 (which 
isn’t always just linked to diet but could, for example, 
be due to an autoimmune condition called pernicious 
anaemia) could lead to serious long-term complica¬ 
tions, affecting heart health, fertility and nervous sys¬ 
tem function.

NIGEL Farage accused David Cameron and George Os¬ 
borne of peddling ‘a constant diet of lies’ over the Europe¬ 
an Union referendum. 

The UKIP leader was greeted by hundreds as he was 
driven into the town centre on the party’s purple open-top 
Brexit battle bus - dubbed the giant aubergine. Many held 
placards bearing the words: ‘We want our country back’ 
and cheered loudly when the bus pulled into Market Place. 


The theme tune from The Great Escape blasted out as 
Mr Farage addressed the cheering throng from the top of 
the bus against a backdrop of the Black Country flag. 

He said: “Our politicians have given away control of our 
country. I’m beginning to think Brussels isn’t the enemy. 

“The real enemy is our political class, backed up with 
the multi-national companies and the big banks and the 
constant diet of lies we get from Osborne and Cameron.” 


Pension talks to save jobs 


THE Government is launch¬ 
ing a consultation on chang¬ 
es to pensions law as part 
of its efforts to save Indian 
group Tata’s UK steel busi¬ 
ness. 

The firm has been under threat 
since Tata revealed it was looking to 
sell or even close the loss-making op¬ 
eration, which employs 11,000 people 
in the UK including about 750 in the 
Black Country. 

Business Secretary Sajid Javid un¬ 


veiled the plan to MPs just hours after 
returning from Mumbai where he met 
executives of the Indian conglomerate. 

The suggested change includes cut¬ 
ting the British Steel Pension Fund’s 
long-term liabilities by benchmarking 
it to the consumer price index rather 
than the higher retail price index. 

The move could save £2.5bn, but 
would reduce benefits to those re¬ 
ceiving pensions. The British Steel 
pension scheme has 130,000 members 
and assets of £13.3bn, but its deficit 
has grown to nearly £700 m illi on. 

Mr Javid said the consultation on 


the scheme was designed to provide 
clarity and security for members. 

The steel unions are waiting to see 
details of the consultation. 

Former pensions minister in the 
coalition, Liberal Democrat Steve 
Webb, director of policy at pensions 
firm Royal London, has warned that 
the Government is “going down a very 
dangerous path” in seeking to change 
the law. 

Meanwhile, Mr Javid has also been 
talking to Tata Steel’s bosses about 
the sale of its UK business. Seven po¬ 
tential bidders have come forward.

Smaller serving plates are great for cold meat or 
cheeses, and old china jugs are ideal for lemonade and 
other cold drinks - but do make sure they don’t leak 
before you serve your drinks! 

You can also find some lovely pieces of vintage Pyrex 
that would be perfect for a picnic - they are often 
brightly coloured 
or patterned 
and you can get 
everything from 
small pudding 
bowls to serving 
dishes. 

On to glass 
items, probably 
best not used on 
a picnic but ideal 
for summer tea 
or dinner par¬ 
ties. 

You can find 
some lovely 
coloured wine glasses at very reasonable prices, glass 
sherry and shot glasses for evening parties and pretty 
1950s tumblers for soft drinks. 

Of course, if you want to spend more on luxury 
entertaining vintage-style you could go for the more 
expensive china, such as Royal Albert Country Roses, 
Royal Worcester’s Evesham Gold, Rockingham, Spode 
and so on. 

Some people do invest a good deal of money in vin¬ 
tage china, we sold a collection of 1930s Royal Worces¬ 
ter cups, saucers and tea-plates dating from the 1930s 
earlier this year for an amazing £1,700. 

The china was painted in fruit designs by different 
artists and it was very beautiful - although perhaps not 
robust enough for use in a picnic! 

You may also be able to pick up an old wicker ham¬ 
per for a picnic (Fortnum and Masons ones are nice) 
and why not complete the vintage look with a lace cloth 
- then you will have whisked your family and friends 
back to a very civilised summer day from years gone by!

HOW we spend our evenings has changed 
dramatically over the years. 

With the invention of television the won¬ 
derful creative arts and crafts have all but 
disappeared. 

We no longer sit sewing, knitting or em¬ 
broidering, in fact we rarely write or draw 
either, our phones and their link to the world 
have become our outlet. 

There has been a revival of these amazingly 
technical abilities recently, but it seems to ap¬ 
peal to the slightly older generation and not 
our teenagers. 

Most of the people I teach are learning to 
sew to make household items (curtains and 
cushions) and to knit, crochet and embroider 
just for the fun of it. 

Generally, they have a basic knowledge of 
the crafts from their childhood. 

Most of the students I have taught on fash¬ 
ion design courses at college wish to design 
but not make, I am a strong believer in man¬ 
aging people only when able to do the job of 
the people you manage, a garment cannot be 
designed without the ability to make it your- 
Knitting is easy, creative and fun self.

Wardrobes 

At one time it would be cheaper to make 
our own garments but we can now purchase 
clothing from the likes of Primark for less 
than the cost of the fabric, our ‘throwaway’ 
society has completely changed our needs and 
we have full wardrobes of garments that last 
for no longer than a couple of wears! 

Thirty years ago I would buy fabric from 
one of many local market stalls on Saturday 
morning, go home and make an outfit to go 

out in that very evening.no one would be 

wearing anything similar, I could be individ¬ 
ual and different. 


I often knitted jumpers for both myself and 
my husband and would embroider and draw 
as an art form, a hobby. 

When my son was young I made almost all 
of his clothes.

WHEN it comes to getting 
dressed up for a wedding, there 
are so many ‘rules’ to follow that 
most end up being a sea of men 
in boring grey suits and women 
in humdrum floral frocks.

I t’s finally time for the big kick-off, 
and as is customary the host nation 
gets proceedings under way tonight 
at the Stade de France. 

If you thought that the pressure was 
high on this side of the Channel, 
spare a thought for Didier Deschamps 
French side who go into the 
tournament as favourites and with the 
hopes of an expectant nation on their 
shoulders. 

The signs look good though - over 
the years, the hosts tend to perform 
well at the Euros, and the French 
have been victorious in each of the 
last two major tournaments that they 
have hosted, winning the European 
Championships back in 1984 and the 
World Cup in 1998. 

Their current side is strong 
defensively, formidable in midfield with 
Paul Pogba, and rife with speedy 
attacking options. 

The one thing they are perhaps 
missing is a true No.9, as Karim 
Benzema is suspended from 
international play. 

One of France’s greatest ever 
players, Thierry Henry, is confident 


that the hosts will be at the national 
stadium in Paris when the winner is 
decided in exactly one month’s time. 

He told Sky Sports: ‘This is the big 
one for us. This is the big one for 
Deschamps and the big one for the 
team. 

“We all know it is not easy to win a 
tournament at home, but we have 
done it twice. “We have won the Euros 
in 1984 and the World Cup in 1998 so 
we have a history of usually winning it 
when we have the tournament at 
home. 

“France has a good team. The only 
thing I will say is we haven’t played an 
official game for a long time, so that 
might be the question mark about the 
team at the moment. 

“I think we have a great team and 
I’m not saying that because I am 
French, but I do think they have one of 
the best teams in Europe. 

“I’ll tip them to win and I hope they 
will.” 

First up for Les Bleus, who also 
triumphed at Euro 2000 in the 
Netherlands and Belgium, are Group 
A rivals Romania. 


The Tricolorii were defensively the 
best team in qualifying, conceding just 
two goals, but they were also the least 
prolific team that qualified, scoring just 
11, so the French may have their work 
cut out breaking down their opponents 
this evening. 

The tournament itself has been 
expanded to 24 teams this year, with 
matches taking place in 10 different 
host cities. 

As far as the TV coverage goes, the 
BBC and ITV have split it down the 
middle once again. 

Mark Pougatch has proven to be 
good replacement for previous ITV 
anchor Adrian Chiles, and the 
broadcaster has gone all out with its 
French theme for the Euros. 

Promotional work has been done by 
Eric Cantona, while Emmanuel Petit, 
Christian Karembeu and Louis Saha 
have all joined the punditry team. 

Ian Wright is also on the team, 
along with West Ham boss Slaven 
Bilic. 

There is also a return to 
commentary on ITV for Andy 
Townsend after a year-long absence.

Vauxhall returns for reunion 


A 1923 Vauxhall 23/60 made 
its first long journey after an 
18-month mechanical restoration 
to be reunited with three gener¬ 
ations of the previous owner’s 
family at Vauxhall Motors’ Herit¬ 
age Centre in Luton. 

Known as Alice, the vintage Vauxhall 
is now thought to be the most original 
of the around 90 surviving 23/60s from 
a total production of 1,300 made at the 
famous Kimpton Road factory between 
1922 and 1926. 

Kay Lorenzato, whose late husband 
owned the car from the 1950s, was delight¬ 
ed to see it for the first time after its inaugu¬ 
ral, post-resto drive from Leicestershire to 
the last Vauxhall Bedford Owners’ Associa¬ 
tion meeting. Her husband, she said, would 


have been “proud to see Alice on the road 
again” after he’d shared so many experienc¬ 
es with the car during the 1950s and 60s. 

And Raymond Lorenzato certainly used 
the car extensively. A Grimsel Pass sticker on 
the windscreen and three tickets from a cin¬ 
ema in Lucerne found under the seat during 
restoration were evidence of just some of the 
European road trips he made in the 50s. The 
car also competed in various VSCC events, 
before being pushed into service as the 
Lorenzatos’ daily transport during the 1960s 
(including the harsh winter of 1962/63). 

Alice was last seen in Luton in 1964 at a 
30-98 Register meeting and was on the road 
for a further three years, before being retired 
to the family garage with a cracked block. 
Talking to Vauxhall staff at the VBOA meet¬ 
ing, Kay Lorenzato had fond memories of 
attending rallies in Alice with her husband in 
the early 60s - including one at Brooklands -

and recalled how attached they both were 
to the car. 

Well known restorer and vintage racer, 
Mark Walker, purchased Alice from Kay 
at a Bonhams Beaulieu auction and over 
the last year and a half has undertaken a 
full mechanical restoration. The block has 
been repaired and new high-compression 
pistons fitted, but wherever possible Mark 
has retained original components, with 
‘conservation’ rather than ‘restoration’ be¬ 
ing his mantra. 

And Alice’s appearance, which still 


shows the scars of a 93-year life, has care¬ 
fully been preserved, with even the original 
leather trim being saved during the pro¬ 
cess. 

“In Alice, 60mph at 2,000 rpm is still a 
comfortable and smooth cruising speed 
and the car keeps up well with modern traf¬ 
fic,” said Walker. “Higher speeds are cer¬ 
tainly possible, but with only rear brakes, 
probably not advisable! I intend to use the 
car as family transport and would love to 
recreate the trip over the Grimsel Pass one 
day”
